REMARKS 

This response to the Office Action mailed on February 9, 2004 cancels no claims, amends 
claims 27, 30, 33, 37, 43, 44, and 48, and adds no new claims. As a result, claims 27-49jemain 
pending in the Application. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 27-49 were objected to due to informalities. The amendments to claims 27, 30, 
33, 37, 43, 44, and 48 cure these defects as suggested by the Examiner. 

§ 103 Rejection of the Claims 

Claims 27-31, 34-36 and 43-49 were rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Sevalia et al. (U.S. 6,526,495). Claims 32 and 33 were rejected under 35 USC 
§ 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sevalia et al. in view of Hendel (U.S. 6,633,946). Claims 
37-42 were rejected under 35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hendel in view of 
Sevalia et al 

The attached Declaration under 37 CFR 1.131 demonstrates that the invention covered in 
these claims was made before the effective filing date of the Sevalia reference, and that 
Applicant was diligent in pursuing a patent application. Without the Sevalia patent, all three 
rejections must fall
